LONDON,  Feb  4 (/P), — Russia  sought  for  the  first  time 
to  use  its  veto  power  in  the  United  Nations  Security  Council  | 
tonight  in  an  effort  to  prevent  action  clearing  Great  Britain 
ol  Soviet  charges  of  endangering  the  peace  by  keeping 
troops  in  Greece. 

The  potentially  powerful  1 1-member  council  adjourned, 
however,  without  deciding  whether  the  Russians,  as  a 
disputing  party,  could  invoke  the  veto  at  this  stage  of 
the  proceedings. 

Russia  raised  the  veto  issue  after  six  and  a half  hours 
ol  sometimes  acrimonious  debate  in  which  Foreign  Secre- 
tary  Bcvin.#dl  Britain,  gave  “the  lie  direct”  to  Russian 
charges  that  Britain  was  guilty  of  endangering  peace — 
the  “most  diabolical  crime  of  mankind,"  Mr.  Bevin  said.

A lively,  clem  and  wcll-stockcd  public 
market  it  an  asset  to  any  community,  and  a 
necessity  for  both  urban  and  rural  reasons 
'I  he  sale  of  fresh  commodities  at  first  hand 
from  grower  to  consumer  is  a useful  check 
on  the  price  struictire.  and  a ready  means 
whereby  tpc  producer  can  earn  cash  for  his. 
labors  in  the  held.  I he  city  also  needs  the 
country,  and  no  community  will  develop  far 
without  an  active  and  working  liaison  be- 
tween its  urban  areas  and  the  rural  environs. 

Victoria  has  been  graced  with  a large  and 
productive  himerland  on  the  southern  end  of 
Vancouver  Island  It  has  been  said  with 
justice  that  these  ferule  acres  will  grow  al- 
most anything  once  they  have  been  irrigated. 
That  irrigation  will  come,  no  doubt,  as  the 
need  and  demand  for  it  grows.  Meanwhile, 
the  city  proper  ought  to  be  making  a much 
more  active  and. sincere  bid  for  the  interest 
and  help  of  these  growing  areas.  Saanich 
fruits  and  flowers  ate  known  throughout 
Canada  Metchosm.  Happy  Valley  and  many 
another  district  likewise  contribute  some- 
thing to  the  general  weal  of  Greater  \ ictoria. 

At  a public  market  that  comes  to  a focus,  as 
may  be  easily  realized. 

One  of  the  progressive  features  ot  most 
other  coastal  towns  is  their  public  market. 
Sometimes  there  are  several  of  them,  all  ap- 
pearing to  do  a steady  business  with  the 
townsfolk  concerned.  Here  town  and  country 
meet,  and  under  conditions  mutually  agree- 
able Victoria  has  had  for  years  a public 
market,  but  for  almost  as  long  there  have 
been  very  little  enthusiasm  of  spirit  put 
behind  its  success  As  a city -sponsored  ven- 
ture. a great  deal  could  he  done  to  bring  our 
public  market  up  to  date  and  to  give  it  a 
fair  chance  to  fulfil  its  rightful  function  in 
a growing  community. 

New  Zealander* 

One  by  one  the  famous  lighting  forma- 
tions of  the  war  arc  broken  up.  and  the 
record  of  their  deeds  pass  into  history.  Among 
the  finest-  is  the  one  that  carried  into  action 
the  colors  of  the  smallest  of  the  four  Domin- 
ions. the  2nd  New  Zealand  Division,  which 
hjs  now  been  dissolved.  I he  New  Zealanders 
were  renowned  and  doughty  warriors.  I hey 
were  in  the  field  more  or  less  continuously 
for  four  years,  and  the  saga  of  their  exploits 
ranged  from  Greece  to  1 riestc. 

Tha  maintenance  of  this  division  was  a 
severe  dram  on  the  resources  of  so  small  a 
country  as  New  Zealand.  Almost  10.000  of 
its  men  died  in  battle,  and  the  total  casualties 
were  more  than  2S.000.  Probably  no  other 
single  Allied  division  suffered  so  heavily.  It 
had  a brilliant  commander.  I t -Gen  Str 
Bernard  I rcyberg.  V.(  who  led  it  in  Greece 
and  Crete,  in  the  desert  campaigns  of  Libya, 
and  from  the  toe  of  the  Italian  boot  to  the 
Po  Valley  and  Trieste.  It  was  one  of  the 
most  feared  divisions  of  the  1 ightb  Army. 
an»l  its  achievements  were  notable. 

As  Canadians  who  fought  alongside  the 
New  Zealanders  in  Italy  know,  the  men 
from  “Down  Under  were  unconventional 
when  judged  by  orthodox  military  standards. 

'1  hey  called  their  officers  by  their  Christian 
names.  They  were  outlandish  in  dress,  and 
they  hated  routine  parades  But  they  had 
magnificent  battle  discipline,  as  opposing 
German  formations  learned  by  bitter  experi- 
ence: and  a tenacity  unshaken  by  adverse 
circumstances.  They  drew  admiration  from 
their  Allied  comrades,  and  they  left  behind 
in  tltjr  Mediterranean  area  where  they  served 
throughout  the  war.  a reputation  second  to 
none. 

For  a country  whose  population  is  but 
one-seventh  that  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
the  contribution  made  by  New  Zealand 
.soldiers  to  the  common  victory  ranks  highly. 
Added  to  the  effort  of  its  sailors  and  air- 
men. it  entitles  our  sister  Dominion  to  the 
respect  and  esteem  of  all  the  peoples  ol  the 
British  Commonwealth  of  Nations  and  of 
their  Allies. 

To  lie* 

General  Tomoyuki  Yamashita  the  first 
Japanese  war  leader  to  be  tried  in  the  Pacific 
as  a war  criminal,  lost  his  appeal  yesterday 
to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 
That  tribunal  held  his  trial  and  convic- 
tion in  order,  and  declined  to  set  aside  the 
death  penalty  So  General  Yamashita  will  be 
hanged  for  his  share  in  the  cold-blooded, 
brutal  manner  in  which  th*  Japanese  beat 
. down  the  unarmed  natives  in  the  Philippines 
during  the  invasion  of  that  territory. 

Tf  is  a long  and  * miserable  record  l.vidcnce 
adduced  at  the  trial  showed  that  there  was 
no  humanity  at  all  about  the  Japanese  troops 
under  Yamashita  He  was.  accused  of  con- 
doning these  atrocities.-  and  the  atrocities 
themselves  were  witnessed  times  without 
number.  As  the  commanding  officer  of  the 
Philippines  invasion.  Yamashita  was  respon- 
sible for  what  hn  troops  did  in  the  field.  And 
w hat  thev  did  was  to  run  amok  That  seems 
to  have  been  a settled  policy  of  murder  and 
brutality,  without  military  reason  or  human 
justification  ot  any  nature  whatever 


General  Yamashita,  it  was  reported,  wept 
as  character  witnesses  described  him  au  a kind- 
hearted  man.  Yet  this  kind  hearted  man  let 
troops  run  riot  among  a defenceless  people, 
upon  whom  they  visited  every  conceivable 
form  of  abuse,  torture  and  death.  Handsome 
is  as  handsome  does,  and  always  that  will 
be  true.  There  was  little  soldierly,  manly, 
or  human  about  the  manner  in  which 
Yaniashiu  handled  the  invasion  of  the

Hospitality 

A favorite  topic  among  returned  service- 
men and  women  is  the  hospitality  they  re- 
ceived in  various  communities  during  the 
years  they  traveled  back  and  forth  across 
Canada  or  when  overseas  The  kindliness  and 
attention  that  marked  their  stay  in  any  one 
of  a dozen  places  is  something  they  always 
speak  of  with  gratitude  and  a w'arm  feeling 
of  friendliness.  It  is  one  of  the  memories  that 
will  be  the  last  to  fade  as  their  war  experiences 
recede  into  the  background. 

That  being  so.  the  decision  of  the  local 
Citizens'  War  Services  Hospitality  Com- 
mittee to  continue  the  work  they  began  as  a 
war  emergency  is  a commendable  one  This 
city  and  its  environs  gained  a good  name 
during  the  war  for  the  widespread  nature  of 
entertainment  and  hospitality  rendered  count- 
less thousands  of  servicemen  and  women  who 
trained  or  pjssed  through  here  As  an  im- 
portant station  embracing  all  tHVee  services. 
Greater  Victoria  was  a hive  of  military 
activity,  and  not  the  least  of  the  contributions 
made  by  civilians  of  this  area  to  the  war 
effort  was  the  friendly  welcome  given  to 
those  in  uniform.  Many  homes  kept  open 
house  continually,  and  organizations  of  all 
kinds  vied  in  showering  hospitality  on  theic 
wartime  visitors. 

Much  of  that  good  work  can  still  be 
carried  on  Esquimalt  will  be  a permanent 
naval  base  and  peacetime  military  activity 
will  no  doubt  bring  many  soldiers  and  airmen 
to  this  area  Nothing  is  more  pleasant  for 
servicemen  away  from  home  than  a touch 
of  home  wherever  they  are.
